Herne Hill-based designer and environmentalist 
Bronwyn Lowenthal discusses her new collection

While the boutique is in Herne Hill, 
Lowenthal’s design studio is in Brixton 


F lame-haired, Tasmania-born 
south east Londoner Bronwyn 
Lowenthal is the designer behind 
Lowie - an ethical fashion brand 
famous for hand-knitted winter wear and 
vintage-inspired tea dresses. Lowenthal 
divides her time between a studio in 
Brixton and her boutique on Dulwich 
Road in Heme Hill, as well as travelling 
further afield to gamer inspiration for her 
collections that draw from a host of 
different influences. 

Having dreamed of working in 
fashion since she was a teenager, 
Lowenthal tells me that as well as 
crafting, she was always creative in an 
entrepreneurial sense - setting up market 
stalls at the age of 12, and selling 
handmade fabric flowers to a local shop. 
These days, her creations are worn by 
celebrities like Liberty Ross, Lily Cole 
and Feame Cotton. 

It’s three and a half years since she 
first opened up shop and, when we meet, 
she’s excited to announce the launch of 
her autumn/winter 2016 collection. The 
designs are inspired in part by the island 
of St Kilda, an isolated archipelago on

the outskirts of the Hebrides. ‘I got a 
little bit obsessed,’ she admits. ‘I was 
reading books about how a community 
lived there for 2,000 years, but the more 
contact they had with the Scottish 
mainland the less able they were to look 
after themselves, and how they eventually 
they had to be evacuated in the 30s. We 
tried to emulate a windswept, coastal 
feel, but there’s also a few 70s influences 
alongside that with the maxi jackets, 
paisleys and bomber jackets.’ 

Lowenthal’s designs certainly 
brighten up the shop. ‘I absolutely love 
colour,’ she tells me cheerfully. ‘We’ve 
banned brown from the palette. For this 
collection, we’ve honed in on the colours 
from the paisley print, including a deep 
red, a baby pink, a cobalt blue and 
striking greens.’ 

Lowenthal sticks to natural fibres that 
sit softly on the skin, and always opts for 
100% organic cotton and recycled cotton 
yams. Cashmere, lambswool, mohair and 
merino wool are all sourced from ethical 
suppliers, while her leather belts from 
Izmir in Turkey are free from harmful

chemicals. Her knit and crochet items 
are made by seaside villagers working 
from home and preserving their 
traditions in Eastern China. 

She applies this philosophy to every 
aspect of her business. ‘It’s really 
important to me. Where I grew up in 
Australia, there was a strong 
environmental movement,’ she explains, 
referring to the controversial Franklin 
Dam project - which, as a result of 
protests, was never constructed. ‘In the 
80s, they were going to dam the 
Tasmanian World Heritage Wilderness. 
My parents were involved, so it was 
embedded in me from an early age to 
care about the environment and to 
protect our world. I try to make sure that 
everything I do is sustainable and caring, 
for both people and for the planet.’ As 



her website proudly proclaims, in an 
industry that often profits from 
exploitation, Lowie aims to be different. 

Unusually, Lowenthal lives, works 
and designs locally, so if she has an idea, 
she can create it herself and see it in the 
shop very quickly. The prints are 
designed in-house, and each garment is 
lovingly handmade. As a result, you can 
pick up new items in the boutique almost 
daily. ‘We also do hand-embroidery and 
hand-finishing,’ she adds. ‘We might only 
make one or two of a particular item. 
People appreciate getting something a 
little bit different. We see familiar faces 
as well as people popping down to the 
area on a day out at the weekend, 
combined with a trip to the market, a 
swim at the lido or a walk in the park.’ 

Next up, Lowenthal is off to the east 
coast of Italy to pick up a few ideas for 
her spring/summer 2017 collection: ‘I try 
and go to at least one new country every 
year, or at least to a new place.’ What 
drew her to south London? ‘I absolutely 
adore Brockwell Park - because I’m 
Australian, it reminds me of home to have 
a cafe by the pool.’

From Tate Modem to pyjama wearing donkeys, my month in a nutshell 


H ello, I’ve been having a rest. The 

Grumpies finished a 48-date tour mid-July 
and I decided that I would slob for at least 
a month. Turns out once you get into 
slobbing mode, it’s pretty tricky to get out! 

Part of my post-tour recovery time was spent in 
France.

I live at the top of one of 
the steepest hills in London - I’d need oxygen half 
way up, I’m scared of big lorries and I’m a lazy 
cow. On lie de Re you have no excuse, the island is 
entirely criss-crossed by bike lanes and the place is 
pancake flat, renowned for its salt plains and its 
pyjama wearing donkeys. 

Yes, pyjama wearing 
donkeys. Folklore has it that 
when the donkeys worked on the 
salt plains and got bitten by 
horseflies (or donkey-flies), their 
legs became so sore that the only 
solution was a pair of 
protective pyjamas. 

God I love a donkey in 
a pair of blue and white 
pyjamas, but I was too big 
to hitch a ride on one of 
them, so we hired bikes. 

Only we hired electric 
bikes. Have you ever 
ridden an electric bike? It 
takes all the boring bits 
out of cycling. All that 


huffing and puffing and feeling like you might be 
sick over the handlebars disappears, you just sit 
there and go. They’re rather discreet too, apart from 
being heavier than a normal bike, no-one can tell at 
a quick glance that you are, in fact, cheating. 

I had a lovely time on lie de Re, home of the 
hollyhock, but my favourite memory of the whole 
holiday is sitting atop my electric bike and watching 
the expressions of deadly serious 16-year-old boy 
cyclists grunting away on their racing bikes whilst 
being overtaken by fatty Eclair, still casually 
chatting over her shoulder to the old man, who 
despite being 106 with a smashed up knee was 
doing around 90 miles an hour just behind me.

REPEATING 

With quite the past, Deptford is now emerging as 
one of the most vibrant creative hubs in the city. 
We investigate what’s happening in SE8

W hen Henry VIII opened a 
dockyard in Deptford, it 
put the natural London 
harbour well and truly on 
the map. By the time Sir Walter Raleigh 
famously lay down his cloak over a 
puddle for his queen, a vibrant 
community was already establishing 
itself around the area’s wharves and 
boatyards - but after the docks were 
closed late in the 19th century, the area 
began a slow but steady decline. 

Today, the historic hood is enjoying 
quite a renaissance as shiny new 
riverside apartments spring up alongside 
1960s housing estates and period 
properties steeped in the area’s maritime 
past. The Zone 2 location, with excellent 
transport links to London Bridge and 
Canary Wharf, has long been known for 
its thriving cultural scene thanks to the 
community of artists and makers based 
in studios around Creekside. Now, with

reception area and will offer fantastic 
views over the City and Greenwich, plus 
a generous internal courtyard garden. 

‘The architecture and the design is 
very much inspired by the former 
warehouse buildings that came to shape 
Deptford’s landscape and the materials 
used are in keeping with the local area,’ 
says Janet Kidner, Project Director at The 
Timberyard Deptford. ‘Open public space 
is also key to this new neighbourhood 
and we are creating a new Waterline 
linear park which will run through the 
entire development, following the historic 
route of the Grand Surrey Canal,’ adds 
Kidner. New cultural facilities and social 
spaces are also planned. 

‘We’re transforming an underutilised 
industrial area into a new place for 
people to meet, relax, enjoy and spend 
time, and aim to cultivate a truly 
sustainable community with much- 
needed new homes, alongside public > 


3,500 new homes being built as part of a 
40-acre riverside development at Royal 
Wharf, and a further 1,132 homes being 
delivered by Lendlease on the 11.6-acre 
Timberyard site, regeneration is 
gathering pace. 

The Timberyard Deptford will be 
made up of six interconnecting new 
neighbourhoods, cleverly designed to 
blend and flow into the surrounding area 
and new green spaces. Cedarwood 
Square, for example, will bring 203 new 
homes in the form of one, two, three and 
four bed apartments and four bed 
townhouses located between Pepys Park 
and the new waterline linear park that 
will run through the development. 

Larchwood Place will comprise 210 
homes, a combination of family-sized 
duplexes and apartments, set across three 
buildings. The tallest will be landmark 
tower the Riverpoint, which comes 
complete with a residents’ gym and

parks and open spaces for new and 
existing residents, and a range of flexible 
retail and office space for a wide variety 
of businesses, from local start-ups and 
independent artisans to expanding 
organisations,’ says Kidner. 

Lendlease is working closely with 
local entrepreneurs to provide business 
planning workshops and is also 
establishing renovated The Victoria pub 
in Larchwood Place as an incubation hub 
for local businesses, with the intention of 
reinstating its original use in the future. 
Waterline Yard will be organised around 
a public square and provide flexible 
working spaces from the distinctive 
Y-shaped Waterline Studios, as well as a 
selection of shops and 149 new homes.

South east London is currently a hive of activity when it comes to interior design. People 
are looking to stay in their homes and make the most of the space they have at their 
disposal, as Madeleine Howell discovered when visiting a stunning Georgian abode in 
Dulwich Village and met the three Deptford designers becoming known for 
experimenting. All that’s left is a final flourish, which a comfortable bedroom certainly 
provides, so Rachel Mantock picks out four styles for a sound night’s sleep.

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G eorgian buildings are known 
for their symmetry and 
proportion, and boast a 
classical elegance that often 
makes for a wonderful first impression. 
This beautifully refurbished, five- 
bedroom Georgian house in Dulwich 
Village is no exception. 

According to Natalie Fembach of 
Cullum Design, who dressed and styled 
the property, it’s unusual for a Georgian 
property to boast an open-plan kitchen. 
‘We all spend a lot more time in the 


kitchen now than we would have done 
then, so it’s really unusual to find a 
house like this that also has a large 
kitchen leading out into the garden,’ she 
explains. As well as the covered outdoor 
entertaining area, sunny patio, roof 
terrace and lawn large enough for plenty 
of running around, there’s also a 
generous front garden with ample off 
street parking - and as if that weren’t 
enough, it’s all just moments from 
Dulwich Park, Belair Park and the 
Dulwich Picture Gallery. 

The kitchen itself has been dug down, 
which has added to the ceiling height 
and sense of spaciousness. The domed 
ceiling in the drawing room is a stand¬ 
out feature, and fills the room with light. 
‘Georgian properties have lots of 
interesting features to work with,’ 
continues Fembach. ‘They often have 
intricate details and lots of windows. The 
architecture has an innate charm, and I 
love the furniture from the period too. As 
a designer, there’s a lot to pick up on.’ 

How do you go about creating a 
stylish interior for such a house? 

‘Modem furniture is a lot bigger than the 
furniture they would have had then,’ says 
Fembach. ‘I think properties like this 
lend themselves well to a mix of 
contemporary pieces and antique items. 
For example, in the double reception 
room with the overhead lantern, we kept 
it quite contemporary. In the study we 
went for a maple desk that’s beautiful to 
work at. In the bedrooms we chose 
contemporary headboards and ottomans

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paired with a mahogany chest of 
drawers. Downstairs in the family sitting 
room, we wanted it to feel really warm, 
so we went for wooden furniture, as 
opposed to lots of chrome, which is 
better for more formal reception rooms.’ 

Gorgeous fine fabric cushions by 
Fermoie in the living areas and 
sumptuous bedspreads in the bedroom 
add to the house’s warm feeling, and 
complement the opulence of the 
architecture. The Victorian balloon back 
chairs Fembach has selected sit well 
alongside the original fireplace, but 
contrast with the modem stools at the 
kitchen island unit - demonstrating that 
you don’t have to commit to one 
particular look across each and every 
room, and that different styles of 
furniture can have their place in different 
rooms in the same property, according to 
your lifestyle. 

The same goes for artwork: Fembach 
has opted for contemporary canvases by 
artist Sabrina Rowan-Hamilton along 
with a stunning pre-Raphaelite print 
from the Maas Gallery - a perfect 
example of how a mix of the old and the 
new can be used to enhance a period 
home. As well as putting together items 
from different eras, Fembach also 
stresses that pieces from different 
cultures can create a layered effect and 
add a narrative to a home. T also used 


of drawers and the duck ornament on the 
console in the reception room,’ she adds. 
‘It’s about creating a sense of travel, and 
showing off what you have collected 
over a period of time.’ Stepping out onto 
the terrace to reflect and to gaze out over 
the leafy views, it’s hard not to imagine 
filling the rooms with family heirlooms 
of your own.

T his year, the spaces beneath the 

Grade II-listed arches of Deptford 
station are to be transformed into 
a new space, Deptford Market. 
But that’s not all: the arches are now 
also home to the workshops of Aldworth 
James & Bond, a design studio and 
architectural practice also cementing 
Deptford’s status as one of London’s 
fastest developing and most exciting areas. 

The team are a clever bunch of 
creatives who specialise in designing, 
crafting and building ‘beautiful things’ - 
from stunning, seamless joinery for the 
home and one-off pieces of furniture, to 
art installations for London Design Week 
and mind-boggling feature staircases. It 
bills itself as a ‘multidisciplinary’ design 
group, and is headed up by co-directors 
Tim Hill, Nik James and Del Bond. 

‘We came to this area because we 
needed the space,’ explains Creative 
Director Tim Hill. ‘We moved here five 
years ago, before Deptford became quite 
as up-and-coming as it is now. It was 
either that or going further out of 
London, but we wanted to feel part of it 
all. You can’t move for bumping into a 
designer in west London, but here, we 
can draw our pool of talent from New 
Cross and Goldsmiths. It just makes 
sense.’ The studio is growing fast, with a 
dedicated team of interiors, landscape 
and graphic designers, landscape 
designers, and graphic designers, plus a 
few construction gurus too.

For this year’s London Design 
Festival (LDF), Aldworth James & Bond 
worked with architect Asif Khan to 
design a series of floating pavilions in 
Shoreditch in collaboration with Mini. 
‘The theme was the future of city living,’ 
explains Hill. ‘The idea was to take 
normal building materials up to their 
maximum potential. There’s no visible 
fixings and they float, layered in different 
orientations. Our LDF projects have 
involved a lot of prototyping with 
aluminium and polycarbonate - we even 
worked with a botanist.’ 

This demonstrates their design 
philosophy perfectly. They also worked 
with wood on Smile, the headlining 
timber structure for this year’s LDF (in 
the shape of, yes, a smile), which was 
designed by Alison Brooks Architects 
and Arup along with the American 
Hardwood Export Council, and installed 
at the Chelsea College of Art. ‘We’re not 
about conceptual projects that never get 
built,’ emphasises Hill. 


Applying traditional techniques to 
contemporary design has served them 
well, and it shines through in their work 
for Nanban, MasterChef winner Tim 
Anderson’s new Japanese izakaya in 
Brixton. ‘The restaurant has been 
stripped back to reveal amazing old 
features,’ says Hill. ‘We experimented 
with the stools and furniture using cork 
pressed onto ply. They wanted super¬ 
cool, pared-back furniture - they didn’t 
want to buy anything off the shelf.’ 

Hill himself studied on the UK’s first 
Sustainable Product Design course at 


Falmouth College of Art. The trio started 
out together first at college and then 
‘working from a garage’. As well as their 
impressive ‘artier’ schemes, the kitchens 
and wardrobes of their residential 
projects have a high-end finish that 
benefits from their experimental 
approach. ‘A few years ago, people just 
wanted traditional joinery in the home,’ 
explains Hill. ‘Now, we apply that in a 
more contemporary way. Experimental 
design in retail and public spaces is 
feeding back into the home. We’ve seen 
a huge growth in people incorporating 
corian, metals and plastics into their 
kitchens and bathrooms. 

‘Dividing up wood and metal work 
can stifle creativity. We wanted to be 
able to do both - hence the new metal 
workshops,’ Hill continues. ‘Even with 
something as simple as a cupboard, it 
means the way the brass handle is 
integrated with an oak unit is far more 
refined.’ We love the examples of their 
solid oak fittings, but for those who 
prefer a whiter, brighter look, the white 
stained birch ply is equally appealing. 
After a tour of their studios and 
workshops, I come away wondering if 
there is anything Aldworth James & 

Bond can’t make, as well as a serious 
case of kitchen envy...

REACHING 
LOFTY HEIGHTS 

Tucked away off Royal Hill in Greenwich, a former hayloft turned artist’s 
studio is providing a charming boltholefor visitors from around the globe

S tep out into the sunny courtyard 
garden of Roger Nelson and his 
partner’s ‘eco-retreat’ and very 
faint writing on the exterior wall 
tells of the building’s former history. 

‘SJ Perren and son, com and coal 
merchants, hay, straw and clover, 
wholesale and retail’ it reads. 

‘It dates back to the time when 
Greenwich was still part of Kent and life 
was much more rustic,’ explains Nelson, 
‘although in other respects it was also 
quite urban. Back in the 1840 s there 
were businesses or small shops in every 
other house around here,’ he adds. 

The building was used for the feed 



and coal merchant’s delivery horses and 
carts, with a hayloft above. Nearly 180 
years on, with its exposed ceiling 
timbers, tiled floor and collection of blue 
and white striped Comishware crockery, 
the delightful one bedroom, open plan 
holiday apartment at the back of the 
couple’s Georgian terraced home still has 
a country feel. 

‘I grew up in Norfolk and I think that 
has certainly influenced me,’ says Nelson, 
who designed and project managed the 
building’s transformation. The couple 
bought the rather rundown property four 
years ago after having lived in a small 
cottage nearby for over a decade. >

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‘We used to walk past and always felt 
that it needed a little TLC so when it 
came on the market we jumped at it. We 
weren’t sure what we were going to do 
with the stables at first. Originally I 
thought about making it into a home 
office, but then we came up with the idea 
of creating a self contained apartment 
that we could rent out to help fund doing 
up the rest of the house.’ 

They got planning permission to 
operate it as a holiday let last year and rent 
the studio out via Airbnb as well as with 
the new curated holiday rental service, 

The Plum Guide, and gay friendly 
accommodation site, Further Afield. 

The house was previously home to 
portrait painter and sculptor Hans 
Schwarz, whose work is on display in the 
National Portrait Gallery and in 
numerous collections including the 
National Maritime Museum. The artist 


bricked up the former stable doors and 
used the building as his studio although it 
was a pretty basic set up. ‘There was a 
concrete floor, a plug-in heater and a sink 
but that was about it,’ recalls Nelson. 

‘Hans used a rather precarious ladder 
to get up to the hayloft where he worked, 
although you can see why he liked it so 
much,’ he adds as he leads the way up to 
the mezzanine double bedroom where 
light streams in from windows on all 
sides and there are gorgeous views 
across the rooftops and gardens. 

Schwarz’s legacy remains with a shabby 
chic paint-splattered side table, whilst back 
downstairs there’s a self portrait of him as a 
younger man and a 
wooden sculpture of his 
wife, Lena, alongside 
numerous books 
featuring his work. 

For the conversion 
Nelson and his partner 
enlisted the help of 
Blackheath-based builders Geo 
Contracts, who had done some work on 
their previous home and who have a 
track record in historic property 
restoration. ‘We worked hard to keep the 
character of the place, but also to make it 
very environmentally friendly and cosy 
with triple glazing and under-floor 
heating,’ Nelson explains. 

They put on a new roof, installed new 
floors, windows and doors, and used 
reclaimed timber and recycled as much a 
possible. ‘I like to keep to eco principles 
and reuse things that people no longer 
want,’ he says. ‘We bought a new fridge, 
boiler and microwave, but that’s it. The 
Stoves cooker, the white ceramic sink 


and the late 50 s blue and cream kitchen 
units all came from eBay. I have also 
collected lots of things like the Comishware 
over the years. The enamel bread and cake 
tin was something my mum gave me ages 
ago and is perfect in here.’ 

The oak wardrobe came from The 
Junk Shop in Greenwich and the Ernest 
Race metal chairs came from 
Manchester Central Library in the 90 s. 

‘I was working there at the time and 
they were chucking them out. They cost 
me 5 Op each! ’ 

It’s not only made for a wonderfully 
homely place to stay, but also resulted in 
a career change for Nelson. He’s enjoyed 
the experience so 
much that he has now 
switched from 
working in the arts to 
designing and 
managing other 
building projects 
locally, alongside 
hosting their visitors, who are certainly 
well catered for with breakfast delivered 
to their doorstep every morning. 

‘We are so lucky to have such great 
shops nearby so I decided to make the 
most of it and go to Buenos Aires cafe 
on Royal Hill where I buy fresh bread 
and pastries, which I leave in a basket 
for them,’ says Nelson. ‘People really 
seem to appreciate it and we have had 
lots of great feedback and reviews. The 
other day someone said that staying here 
is “very calming”, which is exactly how 
I want it to be,’ he smiles.

As the nights draw in, it’s the perfect time to indulge in apple crumble 



Chill the crumble topping 
and then pinch’lt together to 
form some lumps before 
topping the fruit. This will 
improve the final texture. 


O ctober is a great month for 
making a fruit crumble. 
Locally grown apples, pears, 
blackberries and damsons 
are all at their peak and, 
although the plum season is 
coming to a close, there 
will still be plenty around. 

If you are making a 
classic apple crumble 
visit your local farmer’s 
market for Kentish apples. 

There should be lots of 
interesting varieties to choose 
from, such as Cox’s Orange 
Pippin and Egremont Russets. I use 
eating apples as I like the apples to 
retain a little structure rather than 
becoming a puree. If, however, you do 
opt for a cooking apple, such as a 
bramley, you’ll need to add a lot more 
sugar to balance their sharpness. 

No crumble is complete without a 
generous helping of vanilla custard. 

I would urge you to have a go at making 
your own creme anglaise. Bring 500 ml 
of milk to a simmer. Split a vanilla pod 
in half lengthwise and scrape out the 
tiny black seeds. In a large bowl whisk 
six egg yolks with 75 g of caster sugar 
and the vanilla seeds. Pour in the hot 
milk and whisk it together. Return to the 
pot and cook over a medium heat, 
stirring constantly with a wooden spoon. 
After a few minutes the sauce will 
thicken enough to coat the back of the 
spoon. If there are a few small lumps 
don’t lose heart, just pour through a fine 
sieve before serving.

APPLE CRUMBLE WITH CUSTARD 


• Serves: 4 to 6 

• Preparation time: Approximately 30 mins 

• Cooking time: 40 mins 

FOR THE FILLING: 

1 kg apples - peeled, cored and diced 

50g butter 

50g sugar 

Splash of water 

For the topping: 

250g flour 

150g unsalted butter 
140g caster sugar 


1 Gently cook the apples, covered with a lid, 
with the butter and sugar until tender, but still 
retaining their shape. Taste, adding more 
sugar if needed. 

2 Rub the flour, butter and sugar together until 
it resembles the texture of sand. Now pinch it 
together to get some lumps. 

3 Place the apples in a suitable dish and 
cover with the crumble topping. 

4 Bake at 190C for about 40 minutes. The top 
should be golden brown with the fruit juices 
bubbling up at the sides. Serve with the pre¬ 
made custard.

Brixton’s food scene has evolved wonderfully - 
and now Beckham is set to follow suit

I n May 2011 Jay Rayner reviewed 
Kaosam, the Thai cafe-style 
restaurant in Brixton Market. He 
ended his review with the line: ‘On a 
Friday evening there were free tables 
before 9 pm. It won’t be like that for 
long.’Anyone who’s stepped foot in the 
now much-lauded Brixton Village will 
know how right the Guardian’s food 
critic was. Fast forward five years, and 
it’s not just on a Friday night you need to 
wait for a table. Indeed, it’s not even just 
during evenings when people gather for a 
coveted spot outside one of the numerous 
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restaurants: most times of the day see a 
virtually never-ending round of 
destination diners, Instagrammers, food 
bloggers and - yes - even locals in 
search of something to eat, making their 
way around the market with wide eyes 
and empty bellies. 

Nowadays, Kaosam is joined by 
numerous other traders in Brixton 
Village and Market Row, from Franco 
Manca and Brixton Village Grill, to 
newer-kids-on the block serving 
everything from Japanese okominyaki to 
jerk chicken. But it’s not just from within 
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gourmet 


The likes of Artusi 
and The Bell & Bris! 
have been tasty 



the confines of the market that Brixton 
has secured its spot on London’s culinary 
map: the swift success has led the way 
for a raft of new openings, with chains 
such as Wahaca, Brindisa, Barrio and 
The Rum Kitchen all opening sizeable 
sites in SW 2 - a notion that a few years 
ago any long-serving Brixtonite would 
have found far-fetched to say the least - 
and, perhaps most excitingly, the arrival 
of Pop Brixton, a unique community 
project that’s home to some of the 
tastiest traders in town. 

The site just on Brixton Station Road 
makes as much of a visual statement - 
it’s created from brightly-painted 
shipping containers, arranged around a 
central courtyard, with a covered 
greenhouse area for chillier days - as it 
does a culinary one, and most nights over 
the summer saw every inch packed with 
people making the most of the space. 

But if you’ve yet to venture to the 
vibrant oasis, what can you expect? A 
culinary wonderland that’ll take your 


taste buds on a tour of countries from 
Japan to Italy via India, Ghana and 
Germany, to name just a few. However, 
it’s not just about the food - this project 
exists to support the local community as 
well as feed it, and all traders must be 
prepared to give something back to 
Brixton and its surrounding areas. Pop 
also offers discounted rates to social 
enterprises and local start-ups needing to 
get their businesses off the ground, and 


Destination diners, 
Instagrammers and

houses events spaces, a farm (for plants, 
not animals) and the relatively new Pop 
Fields, where you can pitch-up on the 
Astroturf and watch sports and films on 
a big screen. 

The unique combination has been a 
triumph, apparent not just in the 
perennially packed space, but from the 
verdicts of the traders themselves. Bel 
Shapiro, owner at The Bell and Brisket, 
opened up on the site three months ago, 
and as well as supplying visitors with 
superlative salt beef, is enjoying being 
part of such a unique scheme. ‘It feels 
great to be back in a community again,’ 
she says. ‘We’ve been slightly distanced 
from the street food scene recently due 
to pub residencies, which don’t offer that 
same feeling. So it’s lovely to be able to 
turn up in the morning and have a whole 
new set of pals.’ 

Melanie Brown from the New 
Zealand Cellar wine shop and bar agrees 
that Pop’s a great scheme to be part of: 
‘It’s created a new enticing environment 
for locals, which has contributed to the 
positive growth happening in Brixton, 
and it’s also allowed many local 
businesses to flourish and created a 
network of like-minded individuals to 
collaborate and support each other.’ 

For some of the businesses that have 
been at the site since the very start, Pop 
has been the kick-start they needed to 
expand even further. Kricket serves 
contemporary Indian small plates and

T he lull of October, with the 
overindulgence of Christmas 
looming, is the time to prioritise 
your fitness goals.

History, gastronomy and a bit of the 
famous Irish blarney make Dublin a 
must-visit destination

first visited Dublin when I was 22 
and, like everyone at that age, got 
lost in a sea of historic pubs with 
endless pints of Guinness lined up at 
the bar. Back then everything seemed 
fun, but the city felt grimy and a bit run 
down. Fast forward two decades and I 
hardly recognise it. Buoyed up by its 
young, energetic residents and an endless 
stream of visitors up for the Craic, 

Dublin has become one of Europe’s 
coolest cities. 

Whether you’re on a return trip or a 
first timer, it pays to stay in the city centre 
where the main attractions like Grafton 
Street and Trinity College are within 
walking distance. Arriving quickly from 
London on an Aer Lingus flight, we 
checked in at The Merrion, a beautifully 
appointed gem of a Georgian hotel, set 
over four 18 th century townhouses, on 
elegant Upper Merrion Street. For a city 
centre hotel, the rooms are large with 
super comfy beds plus the added attraction 
of two amazing on site restaurants - the 
Michelin starred Restaurant Patrick 
Guilband or the less formal, but equally 


good, Cellar Restaurant, where we dined 
on melt-in-the-mouth Irish lamb on our 
first night there. 

Even if, like us, you’re only there for 
a couple of days, you’ll find Dublin easy 
to navigate. The cobble-stoned streets of 
famous Temple Bar are a good start with 
great pubs like the Long Hall and Palace 
Bar. You’ll also be able to catch a boat 
here, which will take you down the 
Liffey, but savvy visitors are now 
heading to the city’s cool new design and 
dining district around William and Drury 
Streets. Here you’ll find some great little 
interior shops like Industry and The Irish 
Design Shop, not dissimilar to those 
found in Stockholm and Copenhagen, 
plus some great bars where it’s easy to 
rub shoulders with Dublin’s fashionable 
new inhabitants. 

However, if it’s gritty authenticity 
you’re after, don’t miss a trip to the world 
famous Guinness Storehouse. Inside this 
imposing Victorian building you’ll get to 
see how the drink is made before stopping 
off at the end of the tour at the rooftop 
Gravity Bar for a glass of ‘black velvet’. 


Back in the city centre we copied the 
locals and had dinner early at Coppinger 
Row, a great little restaurant just off 
south William Street. Like many places 
in Dublin, they offer great set menus at 
very reasonable prices if you eat between 
5 - 7 pm. Judging by the busy dining room, 
full of locals, we knew we were on to a 
good thing. 

While my 22 -year-old self would 
have stayed up partying all night, after 
dinner I sensibly steered my partner back 
to the Merrion so we could end our trip 
in the atmospheric 18 th century Cellar 
Bar. Two Jamesons down, we were 
already planning our return trip to this 
magical city...

How a creative curriculum is key to 
developing lifelong learners

W e all know that children 

learn more effectively when 
they enjoy the learning 
process and understand the 
relevance of a subject to their life. The 
ability to provide context to the world 
around us is a key part of any child’s 
development and an essential one to 
underpin their engagement in education. 
Of course, each student leams in a 
different way, but the importance of 
building contextual and creative learning 
has been shown to generate a deeper 
understanding of a subject, build new 
connections and encourage children to 
think independently - essential skills for 
developing happy, confident learners. 

Experts agree that providing context 
for a topic or subject is the best way to 
bring a subject to life. As Sir Ken 
Robinson passionately argued: ‘Learning 
happens in the minds and souls, not in 
the databases of multiple-choice tests.’ 

It is far harder to learn new information 
when you cannot see the need or 
purpose. Context provides relevance, 


thus ensuring that students are 
absorbing, helping them learn (and 
remember) something more easily. This 
form of applied learning is used often in 
Science, Technology, Engineering and 
Maths (STEM), but can easily be 
applied across the curriculum. When a 
child struggles to grasp a particularly 
difficult concept, placing it in context can 
make it easier to learn and understand the 
motivation for learning it. 


We want to create lifelong learners in 
children who are ready to leam and be 
open to ideas throughout both their school 
and adult careers. Creative curriculums 
that provide context and bring learning to 
life help to ignite a student’s passion and 
curiosity for learning without focusing 
solely on the need to pass an exam. 
Building in context and creativity into the 
curriculum helps to associate learning 
positively with inquisition. 

The great joy of creative tutoring is that 
it helps young people leam in ways that 
are fun and fruitful. The great outdoors - 
whatever the weather - can provide you 
with an easy (and inexpensive) way of 
introducing new creative experiences to 
your children’s learning. Studies show that 
new experiences are a vital part of any 
child’s learning process and outdoor 
learning provides the ideal platform to 
incorporate the creativity that will engage 
your child in more ways than one. 

A growing recognition of the many 
complicated challenges which students 
will face after school is a further driving 
force behind the need for a more creative 
curriculum. Contextual creative learning 
places a strong emphasis on problem 
solving and lateral thinking - invaluable 
skills for life beyond school. Creative 
learning encourages the development of 
so-called ‘soft’ skills like empathy, team 
work, initiative and tenacity that 
employers look for. Creative curriculums 
can extend far beyond what is typically 
associated with learning and fuel the idea 
of a lifelong learner by enhancing skills 
that can be used even after a child’s 
educational career has finished.

IS KEY 

Founder and CEO of School Food Matters, 
Stephanie Wood, explains why children need to 
know where their food really comes from

T he Schools to Market campaign, 
launched four years ago under 
the umbrella initiative School 
Food Matters, aims to educate 
children on healthy eating by involving 
them in the process of growing and 
making vegetables. Shocked by the 
worrying conversations she was having 
with educators, such as teachers telling 
her that their pupils ‘didn’t know what 
an onion looked like’, founder and CEO 
of School Food Matters, Stephanie 
Wood, knew that something urgent had 
to be done to reconnect primary school 
children with the process of how a 
vegetable goes from being a seed to 


sitting on the supermarket shelves. 

‘In partnership with Whole Foods, we 
have expanded this idea into a huge 
programme across all their stores, with 36 
schools also in participation,’ she says 
proudly. ‘We want children to understand 
where their food comes from. It became 
apparent that a lot of them didn’t from very 
early on. A lot of children don’t get to see 
raw ingredients or food prepared at home, 
so there is a real disconnect between what 
they eat and where it comes from.’ 

Making it their quest to instil the 
process behind food into children, and to 
get them excited about it, Wood and the 
rest of the Schools to Market team 


started running interactive programmes 
whereby the children grew their own 
ingredients before making chutneys, as 
they are a less sugary alternative to jams, 
thus reinforcing Public Health England’s 
sugar warnings. ‘If a child can 
understand what actually makes up a 
nutritious meal, just the bare basics, it 
changes their whole outlook,’ Wood 
explains. ‘We operate on the quote, “just 
eat food, not too much and mostly 
plants”. If we all followed that advice, 
we would be a lot healthier. ’ 

Compelled and driven by the UK’s 
current health climate, where a large 
percentage of the population are 
suffering from an explosion of obesity 
related illnesses, Wood wants to ‘ignite a 
spark within children’ so that the next 
generation can turn over a new leaf. If 
children are intrigued about food and 
vegetables, they will want to learn about 
them, which is how Wood catches their 
attention in the first place. 

‘We are pushing a health message, but

there is an element of 
fun to it too 

there is an element of fun to it,’ she says. 
‘There are so many things that can be 
taught through a school garden, such as 
provenance. It’s a very direct and 
tangible way of teaching children about 
healthy food.’ 

Thinking of the sudden rapid growth 
in the popularity of veganism, gluten 
free, diary free and meet free diets, Wood 
says that they are not things that they 
advocate or focus on, stating that 
‘everything in moderation is key’. She 
says: ‘Meat in small amounts is a good 
thing. At School Food Matters we talk a 
lot about sustainability and when it 
comes to meat, we would always say that 
less, but better quality, is the way to go. 
You have to think about how animals are 
reared and what sorts of things are being 
pumped into them, such as antibiotics. 
Sceptics say that the price of good 
quality meat is not affordable, but if you 
eat less of it, you can afford the better 
quality cuts.’ Hopefully, in the not too 
distant future, we will be having very 
different conversations with our children 
when it comes to food.
